to accept the inconvenient facts 
of the Egyptian breach of the 
standstill has undermined Israe­ 
li faith in American intentions.'* 
The paper said no one expects 
Egyptian President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser to keep his commit­ 


ments, “and that is why we 
want to see these pinned down 
very clearly. But once these be­ 
come very doubtful the cease­ 
fire is once more entirely a mat­ 
ter between Egypt and Israel, 
and all supervision is illusory.

Fear for her baby, Tanya, 
then 11 ¿, began as she fled down 
a grassy slope from the actress’ 
mansion a year ago. 


“Again I had a vision, yeah, 
« ort of a vision, and Charlie en­ 
tered into my head and Tanya 
was there and I was sort of 
afraid for Tanya’s life, 
Mrs. 
Kasabian said. At the time Tan­ 
y a a nd Ma nso n were a t the 


ranch where Manson\s hippie 
style group lived, she said. 
At the bottom of the hill, she 
sain, she law dowm in the grass 
to catch her breath and thought 
of reporting the murders, hut 
didn’t.

Such is the tersely worded but sweep­ 
ing text of the equal sexual rights amend­ 
ment passed by the House of Represen­ 
tatives after 47 years of male-chauvinist 
dillydallying. 
While the amendment has yet to be 
seconded by the Senate (though easy 
passage is expected there) and by the 
legislatures of 38 states before it becomes 
the law uf the land as the 26th Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, legal experts 
are already worried about the possible 
ramifications of the act. 
‘-It will open a Pandora's box of legal 
complications.'* warns eminent Harvard 
law professor Paul Freund. -The amend­ 
ment expresses noble sentiments, but I'm 
afraid it will work much mischief in ac­ 
tual application.*’ 


W hat kind ol m isch ief? 
Every provision in the law which has 
a sexual basis, every statute dealing with 
the manifold relations of men and wom­ 
en in society, would be transformed into 
a constitutional issue that would ultimate­ 
ly have to be resolved by the Supreme 
Court, says Freund. 
Such laws include those designed to 
protect women from heavy or hazardous 
work and limiting their working hours; 
an immense and varied body of laws gov­ 
erning divorce, child support and inheri­ 
tance; laws setting the age of consent, 
which is lower for women than for men 
in 30 states. 
Using this one example, the Wall 
Street J ournal asks: To make things 
equal, should these states lower the age 
for men or raise it for women? 
Others, with tongues not entirely in 
rheek, suggest that under the amend­ 
ment, expectant fathers could demand 


maternity leave, women would be liable 
for the draft and divorcees' incomes 
would be subject to alimony deductions 
to support ex-husbands. 
The more militant women liberation- 
ists. like those who recently sexually in­ 
tegrated a for-men-only bar in New York, 
will say that s fine. In fact, they are eag­ 
er to assume such liabilities and respon­ 
sibilities. The sillier objections they dis­ 
miss as typical male persiflage. 
Not all women are liberationists, how­ 
ever. and not all of them feel oppressed 
because there are such things as men- 
only clubs and bars, fit can also be guess­ 
ed that even the most ardent female 
equalitarian would not graciously wel­ 
come the male who demanded the right 
to take a shower in the ladies’ locker 
room of the YWCA.t 
Which is to say that there are certain 
fundamental, inescapable differences be­ 
tween men and women and that to label 
them all as “ inequalities” and to attempt 
to legislate them away is like passing a 
law giving women resonant voices, thus 
making them equally eligible for jobs as 
radio announcers. 
Rep. Ixjnor K. Sullivan. D-Mo., one 
of 10 female members of the House, de­ 
liberately abstained from voting on the 
amendment because she fears it will 
strip women of too many protections she 
considers necessary and valuable. 
It remains to be seen whether she rep­ 
resents a 
“ silent 
feminine 
majority” 
which will nse up and make itself heard 
w hen the issue comes before the several 
state legislatures. 
As Freund says, the amendment ex­ 
presses noble sentiments. Its basic jus­ 
tice cannot be denied. 
But neither can its mischief-making 
potential be blinked away. 
We could be in for an interesting time.

A document written by the top wom­ 
en's rights advocate in the Viet Cong has 
been acquired by this reporter. 
This strong-willed woman is a top 
member of the South Vietnamese Libera­ 
tion Army Military Affairs Party Com­ 
mittee and, some say, the single most 
Important woman in the Communist un­ 
derground. 
Her name is Nguyen Thi Dinh. 
The document is actually a military 
order (directive) to party committees 
and commanders “ at all echelons.”

“ Boldly assign women to appropriate 
combat missions in (partial) replacement 
of the male sex.”

. . . Be resolute to dismiss the feudalistic 
and narrow'-minded tendencies of disre­ 
garding women.” 
“ Pay more attention to the recruit­ 
ment of female cadre for the party . . .” 
“ . . . organize separate caucuses for 
women once a month.” 
Train female cadre in every technical 
# ervice. 
Step up “ indoctrination on the revo­ 
lutionary concept toward sex relations” 
(In the past, Madam Dinh says, this in­ 
doctrination “ was not carefully consid­ 
ered.” and as a result “ guidance on the 
relationship between male and female 
was not good. This gave way to several 
cases of illicit love and murder. A num­ 
ber of women due to the influence of the 
United States and (the South Vietnamese

was 
about headaches — 310 cases. 
Gasto-intestinal up sets were the 
nex t high, from too many good­ 
ies: 
as were 48 skin burns 
caused by whizzing down the 
giant slide. 
Perhap s one of the most-haz­ 
ardous attractions at the fair 
was the liv estock ex hibit. The 
horses hold the record for injur­ 
ing v isitors, with one knocked 
down, one kicked and three bit­ 
ten.
